Today, after forty-five years 
of agitation, there are eighty crem a­ 
tories in Europe.

13,000 bodies were cremated in Eu­ 
rope during 1909.

States from 1S76 to 1000 there were 
13,012 crem ations 
recorded.

method of disposing of the 
dead is 
growing in favor, says the Journal 
of the American

tion, in a recent editorial.

The act provides a minimum punish:

ed to release them without formal or­ 
der of court. 
“ We have broken ground down at 
Granite for the main cell house,” said 
garden Reed last night, as he was 
leaving for the East, “and will soon 
have a prison capacity for 490. It will 
also be an 
adm inistration 
building. 
e have now 360 prisoners on 
the 
rolls. I am going to Eastern states 
that have reformatories with a view 
ot obtaining ideas in regard to this 
class of institutions, and will be able 
lo place in practical operation some 
new features.”

methods of fighting the destroyer of 
crops, as he believes, has been dis­ 
covered by C. W. (McDonald of this 
city, at one time a member of 
the 
Kansas state legislature, lawyer, cap­ 
italist and practical and experimental 
farmer. 
The discovery was made on 
Mr. 
McDonald’s farm near 
Waurika, 
in 
Jefferson county, and, after making 
thorough investigation on his own ac­

ot agriculture and to the national bu­ 
reau. as well, in the hope that a more 
effective means 
of

Destroying Alfalfa. 
Early this month Mr. 
McDonald 
was called to his farm by an urgent 
message from his 
tenant, declaring 
that something must be done tQ save 
the alfalfa crop from the boll worm. 


I found that 
the pest 
had 
m ade 
quick work of my alfalfa field,” he 
said, “haling eaten the leaves off un­ 
til only 
the stalks 
and 
skeleton 
leaves were left. 
The whole field, in 
fact, was turning white. 
“ We commenced cutting and rak­ 
ing at once, to save the hay and de­ 
stroy the worms, and I began a crit­ 
ical examination of the pest with a 
magnifying glass. 
I found the young worms, one-half 
inch long, eating the tender, yellow 
pistils of the cotton blossoms. 
Then 
going deeper, I found that they had 
laired into and killed the young bolls. 
Later as the worm grew to be one 
and one-half inches long, they bored 
into the larger bolls, sometimes 
as 
many as six holes, which 
admitted 
the rain, and the bolls were rotting. 
They adso ate the leaves full of holes 
taking everything green, even boring 
into the burrs of the bull nettle. 
Then I watched 
them 
positively 
ham string the alfalfa. 


Black Worm Appears. 
While watching them eathing and 
craw ling on the ground, ■] discovered 
a black worm which attacked the boll 
worms, grabbing them by the throat 
aind shaking them until the yellow­ 
ish-green juice was sucked from their 
body and they were dead.

j ?he negro who 
yesterday 
outraged 


first was dragged to the scene of the 
shooting begging piteously for mercy. 
He had been "arrested by a posse late 
Sunday afternoon after a search that 
had stirred the countryside. 
When the posse finally located him 
he was found hiding in a cherry tree 
and with the last buller in his re­ 
volver shot himself iii the mouth, 
falling from the tree. He was removed 
to the hospital 
and placed 
under 
police guard. 


A 
crowd num bering almost one* thou­ 
sand persons appeared at the hospital 
The leaders were unable to gain ad­ 
mission but 
quickly 
smashed 
the 
"indow frames aud crawled through 
the corridor. A policeman who was 
placed on duty to watch W alker was 


arrived but allowed the man to es­ 
cape. 


(Near Platter the negro entered a 
tarm house while the occupants were 
at church and ransacked the place 
before being driven away. It was near 
this place 
the 
posse 
first 
gained 
sight of him. 
He was pursued for more than a 
mile through the 
timber, 
all 
the 
while keeping up a running fire with 
the posse. He w as finally surrounded 
in the head of a ravine and allowed 
to remain there until the moon rose 
high enough for him to be located. 
In a rapid exchange of shots with 
the posse he was killed. A 41-calibre 
revolver and some cartridges and a 
bar of soap were the only things 
found on his person. Ile had thrown 
away his coat and hat before being 
overtaken by the posse, and these 
garm ents are now being sought with 
the hope of thus establishing some 
clew to his identity. The negro is 
said to have been seen around Caddo 
tor the last week or ten days,, and 
came from that direction Saturday 
morning.
